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Sociology for the South or the Failure 
of Free Society. — This is the title of a book 
that we have received per mail. It was pub- 
lished at Richmond, Ya., and was written by 
Mr. George Fitzhugh of that city. 

One of the dogmas of the day is that slavery 
is an evil. It is in fact one of those popular 
sgjsyigs that are frequently adopted without 
e J^ninatiorj, and circulated currently as if they 
were established truths. 

Good and evil are relative terms, and there- 
fore, in resolving the problem of whether any 
particular thing or system belongs to the class 
of good or evil, it must be referred to some 
standard of comparison. Thus with slavery: if 
free society is to be assumed as the standard of 
excellence, then must slavery be pronounced an 
evil. But the assumption of such a standard 
evidently begs the question. If the happiness 
of the members of the whole society be as- 
sumed as the standard, perhaps a different result 
will be obtained. If the happiness and comfort 
of both master and slave are fully promoted, if 
persons and property are better protected and 
made more secure, if the substantial wants of la 
bor and capital are shown to be in a condition of 
more perfect harmony in a slave State than they 
are in free society, then must it be true that 
slavery is not an evil in a country adapted to it, 
Mr. Fitzhugh, in the book before us, undertakes 
to establish the fact that slavery is not an evil 
where it exists in the States. He has treated 
his subject with signal ability, and, although we 
cannot endorse all his propositions, we agree 
with iiim in the main points, and commend to 
slaveholders and others a careful and considerate 
perusal of his book 

The great and leading error of the disciples 
of free society for all sections is in assuming 
that system the best which tends to produce the 
largest population. They make population 
an|4j|%ppiness convertible terms. The attain 
ment of happiness is the aim of all men; indeed 
its pursuit seems to be the great law of our nature. 

But, as society is now constructed, wealth 
appears to embody nearly ail the requisites to 
happiness; hence the great struggle of life is to 
obtain wealth. It is a well-known fact, estab- 
lished by experience, that, as population in- 
creases ar.d becomes dense, the masses of Ui° 
people in free society find more and more diffi- 
culty in procuring the means of subsistence and 
accumulating wealth. Those who are rich will 
there grow richer more rapidly, but the poor 
will remain poor. The broad, fundamental 
proposition of unrestricted or free society 
for all pi aces, is therefore erroneous, and will 
■ •' bear scrutiny. It is clearly better that a 
country shall contain a million of people who 
are well fed, well clothed, and contented, than 
that it shall have five millions of inhabitants, 
three millions of whom are half-starved, half- 
naked paupers, miserable, discontented people, 
pressed by want, and ready at all times for riot 
and disorganization. This is the ultimate result 
to which the over-stimulated population of free 
society is ever tending, and will always reach 
in the fullness of time. In a well-regulated sys 
tern there can be no destitution, no paupers, and 
thfigore, generally speaking, no discontented, 
riof%? disorganizes to form mobs. Capital 
cannot, as it does in free society, accumulate 
in the hands of the wealthy, to the utter neglect 
of labor, that, af ter being used, is left to starve 
•r to take care of itself as best it can. No; here 
wealth or capital is forced to care for labor be- 
cause it is part and parcel of itself. 

Our author aptly remarks that a well-con- 
ducted farm in the South is a model of associa- 
ted labor that Fourier might envy. One old 
woman nurses all the children whilst the moth 
ers are at work; another waits on the sick in a 
house set apart for them. Another washes and 
cooks, and a fourth makes and mends the cloth- 
ing. It is a great economy of labor, and is a 
good i lea of the Socialists. Slavery protects 
the iifants, the aged, and the sick; nay, takes 
far better care of them than of the healthy, the 
middle-aged, and the strong. They are part of the 
family, and self-interest and domestic affection 
combine to shelter, shield, and foster them. A 
man loves not only his horses and his cattle, 
which are useful to him, but he loves his dog, 
which is of no use. He loves them because 
they are his. Go to the same class of farms in 
England, where free society has nearly worked 
out its results, and you will find there the hor- 
ses, cattle, sheep, and even dogs well housed and 
well fed and tended on by freezing, fhivering, 
half clad, half -starved, white men, who have to 
work on Sundays and are in fact slaves to both 
men and beasts. They become men as they 
can, and, when they grow old, are turned off to 
die^Free society works out all its problems by 
th«^teasure of dollars and cents. Its disciples 
i are enraptured with a country that is all appro- 
priated and divided into small parcels of land, 
and their admiration increases just in 



suppose these people would regard a nation 
with all town lots and brick houses as a perfect 
paradise on earth. They look not beyond the 
imposing splendor of the palace to the squalid 
misery of the adjacent hovel, the abode of the 
pauper. In the city of New York, Fifth Ave- 
nue and the Five Points are types of their kind 
that have no parallels in the Southern States. 

Free society is no doubt best for the North, 
because the region is not adapted to negro slave 
ry, and such slavery cannot be employed there 
probably, but the institution of slavery, if we 
may judge from all that we see and know of it, 
is best for those regions to which it is fifed. 

Why the Parkville Luminary was De- 
stroyed.— One or two papers in Kentucky from 
which we expected something better, and one or 
two from which we expected nothing better, 
have assured their readers that the Abolition 
articles of the Parkville Luminary afforded 
abundant cause why the paper should be de- 
stroyed and the lives of the editor and proprietor 
hunted through Missouri and Kansas.

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Street Sweeping Machine.— The reader 
of the New York and Philadelphia papers have 
doubtlessly observed the many laudatory notices 
that have appeared in those prints of a Street 
Sweeping Machine, which has been patented by 
Smith, Seckel, Steivel, & Co. Mr. Abrams, one 
of the firm, is now in this city, for the purpose 
of bringing it to the notice of our city authori- 
ties and citizens. The machine was tried a few 
days ago in Cincinnati and it succeeded admi- 
rably. 

There is no doubt that these machines will 
perform the work more effectually, faster, and 
probably at less cost than it is now done. 

The dirty streets of our city have been 
generally remarked upon by all strangers who 
have visited our city. Those who are acquaint- 
ed with city affairs are well aware that to keep 
all the streets properly clean with the present 
pi ,n would involve an expenditure that would 
swallow up almost the whole city revenue. By 
the aid of this machine however it can be done, 
and possibly at an outlay that will exceed but 
little the present cost. The machines are work- 
ed usually at night to avoid the annoyance of 
subjecting the inhabitants to dust. We have be- 
fore us a letter from Dr. Jewett, the president 
of the board of health, addressed to Messrs. 
Smith, Seckel, &. Co. He says: 

I feel very confident that this improvement 
over the old system of cleansing streets by man- 
ual labor, will be adopted by the municipal au- 
thorities of all our laige cities, so that, in the 
end, you will be richly remunerated for your 
perseverance as well as for your public spirit in 
the improvement of the sanitary condition of 
cities. 

I have no doubt of the practical advantage of 
your system, and of its economy over the old 
method of street cleaning; and feel persuaded 
that if our councils will allot to you a certain 
portion of the city for three or six months, the 
people will be fully convinced of its benefits, 
and the improved condition of our streets will 
add so much to the hygienic state of our city 
that the public demand for a general adoption

The Steam Fire Engine.— This machine 
was tried yesterday afternoon in the presence of 
a large crowd of persons, at the corner of Main 
and Third streets. Though we cannot say that 
its performance came up to public expectation, 
yet it realised the expectations of those who are 
best able to judge of machinery. It had never 
been taken out of the shop, and in bringing it 
up the street, something got out of order and it 
required about half an hour to adjust it. On 
arriving at the place of trial, sometime was oc- 
cupied in getting it ready, but it must be remem- 
bered that to the firemen, who assisted insetting 
the hose ready and plpcing the machine in the 
proper place, it was new. As soon as those 
who have the management of it become accus- 
tomed to it, it can be got ready in a few min- 
utes. 

The engine threw from one to six streams. 
For a little while one stream from 11 inch noz- 
zle reached from ten to fifteen feet over Mr. 
Bustard's warehouse, which to the top of the 
roof is six stories high. The olhei streams 
were not remarkable for distance or height, but 
they weie throwu with considerable force. It 
was the general opinion that the ordinary nozzles 
were not suitable for the purpose. 

i "he machine is niw also and does not work 
as smooth as it will after it has been in use for 
a while. This is the case with engines on 
steamboats, and the machinery on the fire en- 
gine is much more complicated. The place 
where it is housed is on Fifth street, between 
Main and Market.

THE SIEGE OF SEBASTOPOL. 

REPORT OF AN AMERICAN OFFICER. 

[From the special correspoident oi the N. V. Tribune.] 
Paris, April 26, 1855. 
I have received intelligence from Sebastopol 
througn a private source which gives a charac- 
ter to the operations now going on there quite 
different to that derived from the interested 
statements of the French and English journals. 

It is true that some of the defenses of the 
town near the Malakoff tower and the Bastion 
du Mat had been destroyed by the allies, but 
these were the most advanced works of the Rus- 
sians; they were erected under the fire of the 
enemy's cannon and were imperfectly construc- 
ted; they were of no great value in the defense 
of the place, and were relinquished without 
much of a struggle. Their destruction was an- 
ticipated by the Russians, and argues nothing 
toward the final result. It is not till the assault- 
ing party places itself in advance of these works 
that the guns of the fortress can be brought to 
bear with crushing effect; so that at the latest 
date nothing had transpired before Sebastopol 
to indicate an advantage in favor of the allies. 
The pretension of the latter that their guns pos- 
sessed a superiority over those of the Russians 
is not true, according to their own admission 
made on many occasions since the commence- 
ment of the siege. 

The most important defences of the Russian 
garrison are mounted with the large marine guns 
taken from the ships of the Russian fleet, and 
these guns are made after models of the best 
and largest guns in the French and English ser- 
vice. At the proper moment these will do their 
duty in the defence of the place. The last Rus- 
sian dates from Sebastopol are to the 19th, and 
these demonstrate clearly that the feebly de- 
fended Russian outposts once taken and a slight 
advance made toward the city, the allies have 
been arrested, their fire diminished, the amount 
of harm which they are accomplishing against 
the heavier Russian works reduced almost to 
nothing, and that these injuries are readily re- 
paired during the night. Added to this, a' cer- 
tain timidity reigns in the allied camp from the 
belief that all the most accessible approaches to 
the city are mined, and only await the pressure 
of a large body of troops to be exploded. 

It is repeated from time to time in the English 
and French journals that the guns of the large 
fort L'Etoile du Nord, on the other side of the 
inlet from the place, will not carry balls further 
than the cathedral in the center of the city. 
This assertion is flatly cohtradicted by an Amer- 
ican officer now with the allied army, who is 
every way qualified to judge. This fort, which 
is the strongest of all the defences of Sebas- 
topol, is mounted with two hundred guns, and 
domineers the city completely.

The report that a division of the allied army 
was about to attack Liprandi in the open field 
is undoubtedly untrue, for we learn from an- 
other and a more impartial source that, notwith- 
standing the boasted impregnability of the Eng- 
lish at Balaklava, there are serious intentions of 
evacuating that place through fear of the same 
Gen. Liprandi, whose command lies in the vi- 
cinity, and whos 
in strength. 

The absurdity of attempting to carry on a 
campaign with any degree of effectiveness 
against large forces of Russians, must be obvi- 
ous to every one who will consider the circum- 
stances under which the campaign is attempted. 
It will be recollected that one-half of the fortifi- 
cations, and that the strongest half, are free, 
and permit the garrison to introduce at will the 
reinforcements and ammunition required for the 
defense of the side attacked; that at the side at- 
tacked the defenses are of immense extent and 
greac solidity; that th*>y are defended by cannon 
piled upon cannon, served by men who have be- 
come expert in their use, and that, in order to 
carry any one point, so as to effect 
into the city, it will require an immense i 
'ration of the allied forces at that point, thus 
rendering weak and exposed to sorties and flank 
movements the remainder of their position. How 
then will they be able, with the number of men 
now in the Crimea, to carry *on a campaign in 
the open field simultaneously with the attack on 
the city? General Liprandi and General Osten 
Sacken are encamped with very large forces at 
not very distant points in the valley about tha 
city, awaiting a favorable moment when the 
events which are going on under the walls of 
the town will authorize them to strike. 

Their forces serve also as reserve corps to 
march to the aid of the garrison in case of need. 
So that instead of marching against these bodies 
the Allies will ask nothing better than their in- 
action while they are carrying on the bombard- 
ment of the place. It is only necessary to look 
at the formidable line of Freneh cannon which 
bristle from the edge of the high bank for a 
space of nearly two miles along the valley 
where the Russians are encamped to be con- 
vinced of the fear which reigns in the allied 
camp of a rear attack. 

Taking a «alm view of the subject on the 
ground, my informant at Sebastopol is of opinion 
that the probabilities are opposed to the taking 
of the place, but that if taken it will only be by 
a continued series of bloody contests, step by 
step, and running through a period of several 
months, in which large reinforcements will be 
constantly required to maintain the losses which 
they suffer.

They are instinct with life, 
they sparkle with brilliants, are gemmed with 
wit, and address themselves to almost ever chord 
of the human heart. But, charming Bell Smith, 
with such lovely gifts of language as you 
possess, with such rare and perfect tastes as you 
display, why do you sully your delightful pa- 
ges with such abominations as "enthuse" and 
enthused?" Is there the remotest shadow of 
classic purity or of English undefiled in such 
forms of expression? We pray thee to sin no 
more in this way. Upon the beautiful habili- 
ments of your mind such spots are noticeable.

Death of Thomas Hulme, Esq. — The citi- 
zens of Philadelphia have recently experienced 
a severe loss in the death of Thomas Hulme, 
known to many citizens of Louisville as the fa- 
ther of Mr. John Hulme, formerly an active and 
enterprising resident of this city. 

Thomas Hulme was born in England, on the 
7th of September, 1777, and died in Philadel- 
phia, on the 7th of May, 1855, in the 78th year 
of his age. Hit early life was cast in humble 
circumstances, but his fine sense, his energy, su- 
peiior business abilities, industry, and enter- 
prise enabled him to attain an enviable social 
position and in affluent circumstances. He was 
remarkable for the practical character of h 
intellect, and he owed his success to 
lent use he made of it.

3^"Captain Embree, the supervising inspec- 
tor of St. Louis, has addressed a long letter to 
the Secretary of the Treasury in relation to the 
prevention cr destruction of lime scales in steam 
boilers. We make the following extract from it: 

In compliance with your instruction of 25th 
September, 1854, I now make report of some 
preliminary experiments, authorized for the pur- 
pose of preventing or destroying the lime scales 
in steam-boilers, and for testing the strength of 
the iron of the exploded boilers of the steamers 
Kate Kearney and Timour No. 2. 

By experience, many years ago, I found that 
vegetable acids and vegetable alkalies would 
destroy and prevent such scales, when farmed 
from the waters of the Ohio, they being princi- 
pally composed of carbonate of lime; but from 
test lately made of the low water scales or 
coating of the waters of the Missouri, they were 
found to contain from 46 to 48 per cent of sul- 
phate of lime; the appearance is different from 
those of the Ohio, and they adhere to iron like 
paint to wood. My first attempt was to ascer- 
tain what kind of acid would dissolve this de- 
posit, and at the same time what effect such 
acid would have upon copper and iron. The 
following is the result: 

The result of tests of Missouri lime scales, at 
(he request of Mr. Davis Embree, the Supervi- 
sing Inspector of Steamboats: 

A mixture of ^ oz. of muriatic acid and 1 oz. 
of water, \ oz. scales, 62 grs. copper, 32 grs. 
iron — dissolved one-half of the scales, and had 
no effect on the copper or iron. 

A mixture of £ oz. sulphuric acid and 1 oz. of 
water, { oz. (J oz. is equal to 112 grs.) scales, 
98 grs. copper, 28 grs. iron — dissolved 10 grs. 
of scales, had no effect on the copper, dissolved 
4 grs. of the iron. 

A mixture of { oz. nitric acid and 1 oz. wa- 
ter, 1 oz scales, 90 grs. copper, 32 grs. iron- 
dissolved all the scales, 8 grs. copper, and 9 grs. 
iron. 

A mixture of a oz. acetic acid and 1 oz. of 
water, J oz. of scales, 70 grs. copper, 30 grs. 
iron— uissolved 32 grs. scales, without any effect 
on the copper or iron.

— A most foul murder 
was committed at Napoleon, Ark., last week, 
the victim being a Mr. Hill. The murderer had 
been taking improper liberties with Hill's wife, 
and a difficulty occurred between the two men 
aud shots passed. The next morning Hill was 
waylaid and shot by his wife's paramour, who 
was armed with a double-barreled gun and a re- 
volver. The contents of both gun and revolver 
were all discharged at Hill, killing him instant- 
ly. The murderer was arrested and is in prison. 

Rain. — Dr. Posey, of Savannah, who has 
been employed by the Smithsonian Institution 
to take daily meteorological observations at that 
place, reports that only 37 796-1000 inches of 
rain fell from the 1st of May, 1854, to the 1st 
of May, 1855, whereas the average for the pre- 
ceding ten years is 50.249— making a difference 
of 12.453, or about one-fourth less last year than 
the average for the ten preceding years. 

Agricultural Division of the Patent Office- 
New Hedge Plant. — A shrub has baen discovered 
near San Antonio, Texas, called gnisachi, which 
bids fair to equal or supersede the Osage orange 
or Cherokee rose for hedges in the South. The 
spines or thorns are more numerous and formi- 
dable than those of the Osage orange, which is 
a great desideratum in the formation of live 
fences. This subject is worthy of experiment 
by all those who are situated near regions where 
this plant can be obtained, and, if successful, it 
should be made known to the public.

Receipts of Religious and Benevolent 
Societies in New York.— The Journal of 
Commerce gives the following table showing the 
receipts of the several institutions whose anni- 
versaries have just been held in that city. The 
aggregate amounts to $1,589,534, and the dimi- 
nu'ion of receipts, compared with the previous 
year, is $79,718, which is somewhat less than 
had been anticipated. The Journal says: 

The anniversaries this year have not seemed 
to awaken that degree of wide-spread interest 
which has been usual on similar occasions. The 
numbers in attendance, especially in the early 
part of the week, were generally less, and both 
speakers and audiences failed to exhibit the 
strength of emotion which has often been wit- 
nessed. 

With regard to the Anti-Slavery Societies, 
which (along wilh associations of strong- 
minded women, &c.) claim to be represented 
here at this season of the year, it is noticeable 
that a new system of tactics has been adopted. 
The same objects are advocated, the same ends 
are to be accomplished, but in a tone more 
moderate.

A Bear Woman.— Some time ago we read in 
the St. Louis Democrat a description of a bear 
woman, which had been brought from Mexico 
to be exhibited.

At pretent she is on 
exhibition at Chicago. The editor of the Trib- 
une has seen her, and gives the following des- 
cription of her: 

She is represented as belonging to a tribe of 
beings called the Opates, which inhabit the Si- 
erra Madre mountains, in the State of Sinaloa, 
adjoining California, in Mexico. They live in 
a naked state in caves, and subsist ou roots, in- 
sects, barks of trees, &c. Their features bear so 
close a resemblance to those of a bear and ou- 
rang-outang that many believe them to be real 
hybrids, which opinion is sustained by the writ- 
ten testimony of the celebrated anatomists and 
surgeons, Dr. A. B. Mott of New York and Dr. 
Warren Stone of New Orleans. The former 
pronounce3 her a "hybrid, wherein the nature 
of woman predominates over the brute-'' But 
doctors will disagree, and it is probable some 
anatomist may be found in this city who will 
dissent from the above dictum of the eminent 
N«w Yorker. 

We found the creature, Julia Pastrana, to be 
about four feet six inches in height, with arms, 
hands, and feet well formed. Her mouth is 
elongated, with very thick double lips, having 
no upper teeth in front. Her face is covered 
with a thick, coarse, black beard, giving it 
very much the appi arance of that of a bear 
Her disposition is mild and affable and she has 
considerable intellect. She converses fluently 
aud intelligently in Spanish, and has some 
knowledge of English. She has learnt some of 
the lighter female accomplishments, and has 
progressed so far as to be able to do any kind of 
sewing, and to attend to the arrangements of her 
room. We were surprised to hear her sing a 
very pretty little Spanish 6ong. Altogether she 
is a curiosity that's worth one's while to go and 
see.

But the public interest, large as 
it is, furnishes do sufficient apology fur the extraordinary 
eourae which the defendant's counsel have thought fit to pur- 
No rule of propriety is better understood or more universal- 
ly acquiesced in than that all public discussien of matters in- 
volved in a judicial investigation pending the investigation is 
improper. The rule is founded on the idia that the judicial 
tribunals are the proper trier* of aU judicial questions and 
that tbey should be left free to diipos» of all questions which 
come before them, uninfluenced by popular opinion or popular 
prejudice. 

The reverie of the rule implies that all questions should be 
decided by the public, or at least that the power of public opin- 
ion or of the mob, as the case may be, should be used to awe 
and control judicial decuiou. But obviously proper and uni- 
versally ack no wiedged as this rule is, the counsel of Mr. Bar- 
bee saem to be totally oblivious of it. On the nvrning of the 
day that the cause was argued in theCircuit Court, before Judge 
Bullock, an elaborate opinion of Mr. Logan, one of Barbee's 
counsel, was published in the city parerx: and nuw, when the 
caae has been disposed of by Judge Bullock and it is depending 
by the appeal of Barbae before the Court of Appeals, the opin- 
ion of ex-Chancellor N icholas, understood to be another of Bar- 
bee's coun eel, U also published. If the publication of these 
opinions was authorized by the counsel who prepared them, the 
act may be pronounced not merely improper but emphatically 
unprofessional. Mr. Speed, however, has never objected to 
anvmodeof trying the question involved in the controversy 
between Mr. Barhee and himself. The General Council pro- 
posed to submit the question It the decision ef Chancellor Pir- 
tle; Mr Speed acquiesced, and the decision was in his favor. 
Neat it waa understood that Mr. Barbee, or rather the persons 
who advocated his claims, were anxious to have the decision of 
Judge Bullock. No sooner was this desire cade known than 
Mr. Speed instltutedsuit against Mr. Barbee beforcjudge Bul- 
lock The decision of Judge Bullock has likewise been b his 
favor. From that decision Mr. Barbee has appealed to the 
Court of Appeals, and has so appealed as to supersede or sus- 
pend the decision of Judge Bullock. Though Mr. Speed, before 
the decision of Judge Bullock, declared that he would acqui- 
esce in his decision, whatever it might be still he does not 
complain of Mr. Barbee's appeal. He is entirely willing that 
the oaee shall be decided by the Court of Apjeals, and that, 
too, ftt the earliest practicable day. nor ooeshe shrink from the 
investigation of the ques ion even before the bar of public 
n. Be does not deem i t proper to publish, as has been 
dene on behalf of Mr. Barber, the arguments of his counsel, for 
these as a matter of course sustain his position and are good or 
bad according to the ability or ingenuity of the counsel who 
wrote them. Buthe will content lums.lf with the publication 
ef Chancellor 1'irtle's opinion and or the report of a joint com- 
mittee of the General Council c mpos-u of two respectable law- 
yer* and an intelligent citizen, made when the question now in 
controversy first arose on the resignation of Mr. Deiphand be- 
fore his election. 

The report of the committee i< published not only because it 
com-s from an intelligent e mmittee, but because it embodies 
the opinion of Judge Bull'" k as declared in open court when 
be gave his decision, that the report of the committee was his 
opinion, and, that he was thus relieved of the necessity of 
writing an opinion. 

The following is the opinion of Chancellor Pirtle made to 
the Board of Aldermen in r'ebmary last: 

I have had under consideration the case submitted by the 
Mayor of Louisville and the City Attorney, according to a res- 
olu'ion of the General Council, in reference to the expiration 
of the present Mayor's term of office: and now render my opin- 
en and decision to the General Council: 

The agreed case suites that John M. Delph was elected may- 
or in April, IM, and on the yth of October. ISol. he resigned 
the oatac, that ne was elected mayor aire Ism., and served till 
the next general election in April, 1^52, when James S. Speed 
was elected mayor, that at the next general election under the 
charter, in April, 1853, a mayor was voted for, and Speed had 
the majority of Votes; and upon toe return the Ccueraj Council 
declared by resolution that there had been uo charter election, 
a said Speed was in office by the election of MIL At the 
election of l8. r <4 , Speed again received a maj .rity of votes and 
ratified as mayor. He did not qualify under the election

charter, it is 

provided that the mayor . hail "he elected f'-r two years, and 
until his successor ha< been elected and qualified by the quati- 
led voters of said city, at tte times and places, and under 
such rules and regulations a ; may be prescribed for the gen- 
eral elections of members of the General Council and city of- 
flcers." By the 7<h section of that article it is provided that, 
"should the mayor be tmpjrarily disabled, from any cause, 
from discharging the duties of his office, or should the office 
be vacated, from any cause, before the expiration of the term 
of office, the General Council shall, upon joint ballot, elect a 
mayor pro t'm.. who shall exercise the |Kiwer and discharge 
the duties of mayor during the continuance of the mayor's 
disability, or until a mayor has been elected and qualified SM 
herein preju-rilmi. ' ' 

The mayor's office is not, by anything in the charter, con- 
nected in duration and cooperation with any other office, or 
body ol officers. He makes c jmmuuications to the General 
Council on the affairs of the city, and he approves or disap- 
pr ves ordinances; but these duties have no connection With 
the time of his office. It is not like the office of alderman, 
wh re the election as well as the continuance in office must be 
for two years, and by regular space of two years. If this 
wore other* ise, the body of aldermen would be irregular, and 
its classes as a Senate would b; thrown into confusion. Soof 
the Common Councilman; they must all have their offices ex- 
pire at the sam t.me, or the body would be irregular. But 
Vie mayor stands by himself; there is nothing indicating that 
the termination of his office shall be with any clas- of the 
aldermen, or aithanv particular Bnard of Common Council. 
There is nothing else to fix a term of office in regular succes- 
sions of two years, as there is to fix the term of the office, or 
ratoer regular succeeding time of the election of President of 
the United States or Governor of a State. In these instances 
a Vice President is elected and a Lieutenant Governor is 
elected for the same length of time; and if a vacancy occurs 
in the priucipa office. S time is fixed by the time of the offi- 
cer who is to till it. 

It would be anomalous t > say the General Council might fill 
such a vacancy as happened here, by electing "a Mayor pro 
ten.," whose term of service should run beyond the next gene- 
ral election; fur when the superior constituent is present, there 
is uo principle, because there is no necessity that can allow 
the power t > be exercised by another. The election, then, by 
the qualified voters in 1«M »as regular. If it was regular, it 
is because it was "as prescribed'' in the first section of the 4th 
article, and then, unless there is to be found something in the 
act incorporating tiie city, directly restricting the powerof the 
qualified voters to elect for two years, or some policy indicated 
by the connections of his office with others, or by its proper 
duties, as prescribed in the act, the Mayor so elected must hold 
the office for two years. In 2 Humphrey's Rep.rts (Tean.), 
page 17, Powers vs. Hurst, a question substantially the same 
■S the >ne presented in the argued case, v. as decided by the Su- 
preme C >urt of Tennessee. A register oi the county had been 
elected for four years, according to the constitution. His of- 
fice was vacated before two years had expired. The constitu- 
tion provided, ia ease of a vacancy, for a temporary appoint- 
ment by the justices, and then, that "such office shall be filled 
n> the quslified voter, a: the first election for any of the county 
-fficers; 1 ' and when the office was so tilled, the court deeded 
tUs: t'oe incumbent held the office for four ytnrt. 

It is my opinion, therefore, and I do decide, thatthe election 
for Mayor in IM was regular, that being at the time prescri- 
bed for the general election (annual) by the first section of the 
11th article of the Charter, and that said Sp -ed was then elect- 
ed for two years; for at all elections of a Mayor by the quali- 
fied voters, he is elected for two jears; consequently theelec- 
tian of 1S5.J was merely void, as there was no vacancy m the 
ottae. The election in 1*54 was regular, and said Speed was 
sleeted "for two years, and until his successor has been elected 
and qualified by the oualified vot rs of said city," in the year 
•8*6. HENRY PIRTLE, Chancellor. 

The following is there; n oi' the coiiinnt:ec niadd to the 
General Council Oct., l«51: 

The joint committee appointed "to report upon the question 
as to the duty of the General Council in regard to the election 
of Mayor' now report, that, after a most careful examination 
of the whole Charter of the City of Louisville, they are of the 
opinion that, whenever the office of Major is vacated from any 
tau- it i> the duty of the General Council to elect, by joint 
ballot, a Mayor pro fern., who continues in office until his suc- 
cess..': is duly elected and qualified, and that such successor 
SSSSSt be elected by the qualified voters of the city at the next 
succeeding ye,u nil election and hold hit office, not fir a portion 
of ati unexpired term, but for tw* years from the day of his 
election. 

The General Council, having already elected a Mayor pro 
trm., has, in the opinion of the committee, no further duty to 
perform. At the next ynimi' election, which takes place on 
the first Saturday in April. 1S52. a Mayor must, under their con- 
struction of the Charter, be elected by the qualified voters of 
tiie city, who will hold his office for two year» from that time. 

The slightest examination of the Charter will satisfy any- 
one of the ornctuees of the following propositions: 

1st. The Charter does authorise the General Council to order 
special elections tu fill vacancies in either board of the General 
( ouncil and vacancies in many other offices. See loth 
of the 3d art., Mfe section of the 4th art., and the 1st s< 
the 11th art. 

24. The Charter does not authorize the General Council to 
•rder a tpecial election to fill a vaeancy in the office of Mayor. 

3d. The Charter does autl >rizc the General Council to fill a 
vacancy in the office of Mayor, by an election by the General 
Council, upon joint billot, of a Mayor pro tv.n. See 7th sec- 
tion of the 4th art. 

4th. The charter does not authorize the election of a Mayor 
by the qualified voters of the city on any other day than on the 
day prescribed for the mmrnm election of city officers. See 
lataectionof the 4th article. 

5th. The day prescribed for the i/rnerai election of city of- 
ficers is the first Saturday in April. See 1st section of the 11th 
article. 

6th. The Mayor, who is elected by the qualified voters of the 
city, holds his office for two years. The qualified voters of the 
city are not authorized to elect a Mayor for a shorter term. 
See 1st section of the 4th article. 

7th. The general spirit of the charter, as well as that special 
provision contained in the 7th section of the 4th article, which 
authorizes the General Council to "allow the Mayor /. r <, u.m. 
such compensation as they may deem adequate for hisservieea," 
indicates that the Mayor pro tern, is not. under all circum- 
stances, to continue in office for the unexpired term for which 
the Mavor. who.-* vacancy he fills, waseleeted. 

The committee do not believe that the correctness of any of 
these propositions can be denied, and they do not perceive how 
thev can all be reconciled by any other construction of the 
charter than that which they have adopted; for, it will be 
seen, that, whilst toeir construction does not require the 
General Council to exercise any power which is not delegated, 
it is, at the same time, consonant with that spirit of the 
charter which would not withhold from the people, for a long 
period, the right of elee'.ing a Mayor. 

The committee will new proceed to bring toget'er all the 
provisions of the charter which relate to the question submitted 
ro them, and will thus enable the Council the better to judge 
of the correctness of their conclusions. 

The only provisions of to Charter which relate to this sub- 
ject are contained in the 7th sec. of the 4th art., the 1st sec. of 
the 4t.i art., and the 1st sec. *f the llth article. 

Bj the 7th sec. of the 4th article it is provided that, "when 
a vacancy occurs in the office of Mayor, the General Council 
shall, upon joint ballot, eleet a Mayor pro tern , who shall exer- 
cise the powers and discharge the duties of Mayor until a 
Mayor has been elected and qualified as herein prescribed." 

The 1st see of the 4th art. prescribes that the Mayor shall be 
elected "by the qualified voters of the city • • • at the 
Msac • • * prescribed for the general eleetion of mem- 
bers of the General Council and city officers." 

Blending these two provisions into one, their sense may be 
expressed as follows: "When a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Mayor, the General Council shall, upon joint ballot, eleet a 
Mayor pro tern., who shall exeroise the powers and discharge 
the duties of Mayor until a Mayor has been elected by the 
oualified voters of the city at the time prescribed for the o«m- 
, ul election of members of the General Council sad eity offi- 
cers and until the Mayor so elected has qualified." 
Tbeletsew. of the llth art. prescribes that "the r-'rnl elec-

ions, their meaning may be expressed as follow*-. "Vi hen a va- 
eancy occurs in the office of Mayor, the General Council shall, 
upon joint ballot, elect a Mayor pro tern., who shall exercise 
the powers and discharge the duties of Mayor until the first 
Saturda> in April next succeeding, aud until the Mayor then 
elected by the qualified voters of theeity has qualified." 

Thus it appears that the opinion express-d by the committee 
in the first part of this report is sustained by the Very lan- 
guage of the oliarter. 

There is but one other provision in the charter which can be 
supposed by any one to have any reference to the question un- 
der consideration. That provision is found in the 13th section 
of the 4th article, as follows: "In case any officer elected by 
the qualified voters of said city shall die or vacate his office 
within three m nths of the day of the general election for 
members of the General Council aud city officers, the vacancy 
shall be tilled until the day of the general election, by said 
Council, on joint ballot." In the opinion of the committee, 
this provision wis intended to confer upon the General Coiiucil 
authority to fill vacancies oocurring w ithin three months of 
the day of a general election, which, but for it, the charter 
elsewhere requires shall be filled by nsfteUt election, and that 
it cannot be understood to have any reference to vacancies in 
the office of Mayor, because it is elsewhere provided in the 
charter that the General Council shall till vacancies in that of- 
fice whether they were w ithin or vi'honi the three months next 
preceding the day of general election. 

The committee set out in this examination impressed with a 
strong desire to recommend the giving of the election of Mayor 
immediately and directly to the people, but, if possible, im- 
pressed with a still stronger desire of recommending, the adop- 
tion of such course as would result in the having of a Mayor 
who should be a lei/aily constituted officer. It seemed to them 
far more important to the city that her chief officer 
should be legally appointed than that he should be elected 
in this or that way or by this or that bodv of men; as the va- 
lidity of every ordinance passed by the "General Council and 
every act of the corporation might not only be questioned but 
denied unless approved by a Mayor / _</<i 'ly elected. The com- 
mittee were deeply impressed with the responsibility resting 
u.»o« them, and they were confident that, in discarding all 
doubtful and strained constructions of the charter, they would 
be sustained by all go *l citiiens. That the Mayor pro tem., 
elected by the General Council, is a Uoally constituted officer 
and that he will continue to be a l.t/al officer until his successor 
is elected and qualified, is not questioned by any one: but it is 
even more than questionable whether his successor can be 
elected before the next m nerval election. No express authority 
is given to the General Council toorder a sjsaesaJ election to till 
a vacancy in the office of Mayor, and no such power can be im- 
plied, either from the general scope of the charter ur from the 
nature of the corporation. As the office of Mayor was consid- 
ered of such importanoe by the framers of the charter that it 
ought not to be vacant for a moment, thfey have provided that 
it should be immediately filled by the General Council. The. 
seem to have thought it nuwise to allow a Mayor to be elected 
at a tperial election, in which the people generally take butlit- 
tle interest, or to leave it to the discretion of the General 
Council to tx the day of his election, hut have themselves pro- 
vided for his election on a certain and fixed day, namely: the 
day of th? aMSWal election. But, be this as itmav, whatever 
was the motive of the authors of the charter for distinguishing 
the Mayor from other city officers, they have in fact so distin- 
guished him, and, in the opinion of the committee, have not 
provided for the election of Mayor on any other day than on 
the day of the general election of members of the General 
Council and other city officers.

JAMES SPEED. 

The Crops — We returned on Thursday from 
a short trip into the interior of the State, hav- 
ing; passed through portions of the counties of 
Madison, Macoupin, Sagamon, Macon, McLean, 
and Logan, and while passing through, we took 
considerable pains, by observation and inquiry, 
to ascertain the prospects for the coming har- 
vest. In all these counties, it would be difficult 
to conceive of a finer wheat crop than that 
which met the eye, and oui inquiries satisfied us 
that the prospects of the crop on the lines of 
travel were fully equalled by other portions of 
these counties. The amount of ground put in 
wheat last fall far exceeds that of any former 
year. It is, of course, impossible to arrive at a 
perfectly correct result, but we have no doubt 
the increase, in acres, will be at least fifty per 
cent, over former years. On the lines of the 
various railways the increase is four or five hun- 
dred per cent., but these sections are not a fair 
criterion to judge by. The crop everywhere 
looks vigorous and healthy, and as yet there is 
no apperrance of worm or fly. 

A much larger amount than usual of corn and 
small grains have been planted, and every acre 
that the means of the farmer can bring under 
cultivation is being used for the production of 
some cereal, which will liberally repay in kind. 

The large heavy breaking plow was seen on 
almost every farm, drawn by three and four 
yoke of cattle. If "breaking up" goes on at 
this rate, the old heavy plow will soon have no 
thing to do. 

In McLean, Macon, and Logan counties the 
frosts of Tuesday and Wednesday nights had 
don- 1 considerable damage to many of the corn- 
fields, gardens, and orchards. Some fields of 
corn were completely nipt, and would have to 
be replanted. In the gardens the beans, lettuce, 
and pie fruits suffered. We examined several, 
and in every case the peas were not affected. 
The orchards suffered but little, and by some it 
was considered a benefit, as the great abundance 
would have prevented the best size and flavor, 
unless thinning out had been sedulously a'tended 
to. The whole damage was very slight.

LETTER FROM KANSAS. 

Steamer Genoa, Missouri River, 
May 4, 1855 

Many persons sent out by the Aid Society are 
returning back by every boat, out of spirits, out 
of money, and nearly out at the elbows, having 
found Kansas "'a hard road to travel." The river 
is still very low and difficult of navigation. The 
worst place at present is "Baltimore "Bar," about 
350 miles up the river. During the past week 
some six or eight boats were aground at this 
place at one time, and there remained several 
days. Owing to the crowded state of the boats, 
the cholera broke out and spiead to every boat, 
and over twenty new-made graves on the right 
bank of the Missouri tell the sad story. 

When these boats at length got over this 
plague spot, they carried the disease with them, 
and at nearly every town on the river some poor 
unfortunate was left to die in a few hours among 
strangers and far from friends and home. Sick- 
ness so early in the season will have a tendency 
to check emigration for the pi esent, which it 
should do, or the fearful scenes of '49 will be 
reenacted over again. 

Over 2000 troops are now in garrison and 
camped out at Fort Leavenworth, in fine health 
and spirits, and are daily waiting orders to take 
up their line of march for the Sioux country and 
for the plains. 

The weather the past two weeks has been ex- 
cessively warm; the past few days we have 
been visitited with showers, which were much 
need, as it is th- first rain we have bad for many 
months.
